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THE O'CONNELL CENTENNIAL. 



Brief Review of the l.lbirrator*« Aohlrvi'- 
inenlM. 

[From thi) »w Vill i; rmii'.; 

That O'Counoll wtirt ii f^rcat man, 
few will deny; thiit he ilevotcil the 
bi;sl part of liis lil'u tn wliiii; liu con- 
sidereil tlio lutcipsts of his oonntry, ia 
atlmitted by the lu.ajoiil y.uf Irishmen; 
hut, now, tW(Mity-eif;-ht yeiii-.s after his 
death, people cui more e.iliniy roviow 
• bis career, aiiil i'ldM'o of his actions 
and motiveH with greater impartiality 
than thc-y could have dbue during In-, 
hfolime. 

From the celebrated Clare election 
of 1828, which resulted in the grant- 
ing of Cathoiiti emancipation, down to 
1844, O'ConnoU was regarded as a 
<leiui-god by tiio great body of the 
Roman Catholic population. His in- 
iluence over the uias.sos was unbound- 
ed; no man understood the Irish char- 
acter better, and using his great ora- 
torical powers, both in the Irish and 
English lauj^iiages, over deeply-Kyni- 
patlietic audiences, ho was able to 
mould public opinion to his own 
views. The Irish priests, with scarce- 
ly an exfojition, were followers of O'- 
Oonnell, antl lo this fact must be attri- 
buted much of liis succesH as an agita- 
tor. 

,Tlie Clare election aud its rosulls 
jjna|da.,0'Coniiell the foi-emoat man in 
' id tfie nation. He was bailed as "th(> 
Liberator," an<l the prestiye of that 
victory won by moral force fioin a 
hostile Government, carried him alon^' 
in bin subsequent career. I'rom lb29 
to 1814 he was able to effect hut little 
tOW^tS^carryilig out tbe^ popular pro 
■gramme. The cdllectlon of tithes, 
whicli was the cause of so muchlihjod- 
alied, was abolished, lunl a pystem 
mtjre suited in modern ideas establish- 
ed iu its stead. Municipal corpora- 
tions wore reformed, and from beini^' 
exclusive bodies they became truly re- 
j)reseutative. 

The fact remains, however, thalO'- 
Connell, as a public man, after the 
Emancipation Act, was a failure, judg- 
■ ikig him from the success which attend- 
' ed his efforts. He was n&ver able to 
command more than cuie-third pf the 
Irish member.s; but this, it must be 
acknowledged, was eau.si;d to a great 
extent by the limit. mI eh-cluo francliise 
which then existed in Ireland. 'J'ho 
.Home Eule Party now, under a more 
libera! franchise, can return nearly 
sixty members. If O'C'onncll, instead 
of pur.suniL,' the pliiintom of repeal, 
had devoted his talents and wide ex- 
porienco to the imjn'ovement of legi.s- 
latigu on local aud treneral subjects, he 
, yrpuld .. undoubtedly have antif i- 
, pated many reforms which came- aftei 
hifi death. 

The su])])resf,ion of the Clontitrf 
meeting by the CJoverument destroy- 
ed O'Connell's power. It was gone 
(from that day. The Government per- 
jnittcd these monster meet in^fs as long 
as it was wise to do so, but O t'on nell, 
althoii^'h always counseling obedience 
to the laws, freipienlly niuilo spoeche.g 
that could be interpreted only as a 
• ' meuooe to the Government I hey 
were certainly ho understood by most 
"• of his hearers, and many of the yomij,' 
meu, tspeciidly those among the edu- 
cated claBsoB.BOon became imbued with 
ideas which subseipieully developed 
Yoviug Irolandism. 
1Ul ThS great feature in O'Connoll's 
, oareef was that he sacrificed wealth for 
fame. He abandf)ned Ids profession, 
which to him was a lueiutive one; be 
refused a seat upon the I'eneh, and lie 
spent his ovn jiatriniony - all to ho the 
loader of the ptoijle.. .For lu.s child- 
, ,ren and grondchildi'ou it was a tlearly- 
t)Ought mme. Ifl) loft them ijcninieKs, 
aud his direct represent, itive, liis 
grandson, had to cntve a p;dtry aj)- 
poiutnient aomii years a^^o from the 
Wliig ( loveriiJiient. 

The 0'(Jonuell<j idways supported 
' the Whigs, luid D.-iniel's yoiiii^t.'r bro- 
ther, James, tlio only weallhy menihor 
of tlin family, ree(>iv(ul during (Uiid- 
laojie's adiuinist ration ;i baroiieli y li.i 
, a reward for puat Hcrvices.

The Government of Cbila has grant- 
ed a concession of lauds to a French 
; #ngin«er, M. Bouquet.iu the province 



of Magallanos. The concession was 
inaugurated on the .'JOLh April last by 
the Govrnor of Pnnta Arenas. A great 
feast was given on the occasion and 
much enthusiasm was shown by the 
community. The principal occupation 
of the (jolouists is coal mining. 

The " Patria " of July ist says that 
serious defalcations have been tliscover 
ed in the Custom-house and in the 
Municipal Treasury, the deficit in the 
latter case amounting to $100,000. 

In the Japonesa or AndacoUa mine 
at Cara 'olos a vtjiu of pure silver has 
been met with two metres wide. 

The foilowiug particulars rospociing 
the coal mines in the tlopartraeiit o f 
Lauro will give nn idea of the import- 
ance of this branch of Chilean indiiRt- 
ry. The Lota aud Coroiiel ('(inii)any 
has four shafts, employs 5110 men, 
and has an annual output of four mil- 
lions ol' metrical quintals. The Puc- 
hoco establishment has live shafts, om- 
loys 1,.')0{) men and as an animal out- 
put of 1,050,000 metrical ipiiutals. 
The Piiehotto Company bus live shafts 
employs SIS men, and turns out 
annuftily 700, OUO metrical quintals. 
The I'laya Negra Company has three 
shafts, employs liGO men, and puts luit 
annually JliO.OOO ir-trical ipiintals. 
The total annual output of those four 
Companies is 6,710,650 metrical tjuin- 
tals. 

The Chile papers abound in Btories 
of bandits and robbei-s pervading the 

republic, not only in the proviiieea 
but even in the Capital. They enter 
the houses of private families, tie, 
wound and ill-treat women and child- 
ren as well as men ; rob every thing 
thev can lav their hands on and cari v 
off.' 

PK.nr.' -The stennier " Laljo " of the 
English Company, that navigated be - 
tween Arica and Iquique, has been 
wrecked to the north of Gamarones. 
All on board were saved except a ser- 
vant boy, who w.ns drowned. 

There was a regatta in the Bay of 
Callao on the iilh of July, in which 
boati from the United States, Knglish 
and Peruvian navies participated, five 
prizes were contested for; all of them 
were won by the tTnited States crews. 

A good deal of excitement has been 
caused in Peru anil Chile by tlie dis- 
covery of fiome bars of tin plated with 
silver having been found in the .Mint 
at Santiago, received from Iquique, 
Peru. The same thing has happened 
in Lima at the Mint there, were bars 
of tin, etc., slightly plated with silver 
have been presented for acceptance as 
pure siWer.

Some one has said comparisoim ixro 
odious; yot ooeasionnlly tlioy mo uho- 
ful. Upon coming into power, in 
1873, Mr. Maokenzio found two C!. 
P. li. S. raitic'H 11.1 tho liold in ♦his 
Province. In tho foUowing yoar ho 
»cnt out live. This yoar thoro aro eight 
full parlies, to say nothing about a 
«;ouple of trail and oxjjloration parties. 
AVo do not "write by the book," as the 
saving Min.s; hut wo shall not ho very 
far astray in phu.'ing tho expenditure 
this year (ni railway suiveye in Hritish 
( oiumbia alone at four luuuhed thou- 
^:inA dollars, or eonsidorably over 
four times as much as tho Macdonald 
administration expended during the 
lust year of its existence. Yet, not- 
withstanding these facts and tiguies. 
which are incontrovertable, it is no 
uncommon thing to hear and read 
ftbout the paiBimonious, dilatory, do — 
nothiug policy of the present adminis- 
tration as compar. iwith tho previous 
one. It may h objected that the 
mere amount c ^ expenditura does not 
constitute a true gauge of earnest, 
beneficial work. No; it does not. Bwt 
bere,again,wiU tho present administra- 
tion gain by a comparison. We 
'would not have it inferred that 
because the Mackenzie administration 
has so largely increased operations ainl 
expenditure Columbia ought, therefore, 
to rest and be thankful. Expenditure 
pej'se iBTiot altogether an unBatiai'actory 
>ort of thing; albeit Columbia has been 
ttOciUHed of having an nnduo fondness for 
it. But it 13 results, tho real comnionee- 
luentof bona fliU railway conBtruotion, 
that tho Coantry dotire^. That mean.s 
espenditure, it is true; but it moans a 
great deal more — something far bettor 
than mere expenditure. But there is yet 
aaotber comparison ve desire to insti- 
tute, and that is a comparison between 
tho local and the general Qoverumonts. 
L'nder the Terms of Union certain obli- 
galiouB devolved upon these resijootive 
Oovornments. The principal ono under- 
taken by the Dominion Goverument was 
the immediate oommencement and earlv 
completion of the Canadian Pacifio Bail 
way; and althotiBh that grnat work has 
not been conimnncod and is not hkely to 
be carried to completion as boou as \v;is 
promised or expected, the veriest {growl- 
er cannot deny that there has at least been 
earnest effort and considerable expendi- 
ture in pursuit of that object. Amongst 
the obligations imposed upon the Provin- 
oial Government was the construction of 
a firat-clasa graving dock ot Esquimau — 
Canada on her part guarantioing interest 
on a BpecilieJ sum for a limited period 
after completion. I^ct us see how flie 
efTorts of the Local Oovernmont will 
compare with those of the Federal Gov- 
»^rnmnnt. Although more than four years 
have elapsed no reol work has been done. 
'.Uagniticent schemes and great swfdiing | i 
promises the country lias had in abuu ' 
ilauee, and it has enjoyed the luxury of | \ 
two miBsions to Ottawa and London with 
all tlieir concomitant eipenso and glory; 
but as yot not a Idow has been struck. 
During last session Sir. Walkein stood 
lip in his place in tlie ITouse and an- 
nounced thot six hundred workmen would 
uo en Imaged on the graving ilook in Au- 
({u.!it. \Vel), the ides of August have 
oastveJ and there is not one man at wurk 
on it. Really it ill becomes luembeis or 
triende of tho Local Oovernmont to find 
fault with the Dominion Government for 
the tardiness of its movements in fulfd-

Mr. Drake ably roviuwod thd Stntuto of 
Gloucester {Kil. (i.) whic-h first gave 
plaiutitTrt, if succds.sf 111, tho ri^^ht to coats, 
to tho present time; and ar^^ued tliat tlio 
fctBth Bocliou of Ihu 'Jili and 10th Vh-t. 
which gives tho Judge discretionary pow- 
er over oosts, only extends to £20, reco- 
vorablo under that act, and £50 rcoveruble 
under the U)th and '.'nth Vict. c. 
108, whioii ha said wa.s silent on the aub- 
juot of tho Jiul^ce':* discretion as to oo»ts, 

Mr. Coiirteiiay I'or diifuiidmit, declined 
to follow Mr. Drake ihrou^'h thu long 
list of authorities which ho (juoted and 
relied on the 88th sootion above referred 
to. The Court admitted Mr. Drake's a.s- 
hcrtion that a rif^dit e<)!il'.Trc-il liy Htatuto 
could bo takLMi away only by Statute, and 
adjouriieil to look at Mr. Drake'a authori 
ties. 

A careful e.\aiuinatiou, however, of the 
19. and 20. Vic. shows that it conllrnia 
the judge's disoretionary power over coHt s ; 
for (leo. 3.) it provides that the 9. and lo. 
Vio. and every soetion thereof, tho 88th 
included, shall be considered re-enacted 
and read with the l'.'. and 20.

As soon as the minister began 
to speak, like an army of rats tho crowds 
of opium-eaters began to emerge from 
Lo\el8 and alloy-way.i with pooket.'s 
tilled with stonos, dacayod potatoes, etc., 
and began such a bawling and jabbering 
that the minister's voioe oould not be 
heard. The wrangle inoreased to almost 
a riot, and muoh mischief seamed brood- 
ing. At one time the minister wns struck 
with a potato whicii was hurled at him, 
and had it not been for tho protection 
given by certain gentlemen, he wuuUl 
bavo fared badly and doubtless been 
murdered. When these diteased, filthy 
Bcums from the degradation of their na- 
tive land thus disregard the laws and rr • 
Hgious liberty of America, it is timo that 
a practical lesson was taimlit them, there 
by prsvonting their taking the law into 
their own handM and p(jrsecating au I'on- 
orablo, iuoflen.sivo countryman, who. 
through enlightenment, has seen tho fol- 
Mea of idolatiy and the sacrilege of Chi- 
neae worship. This Rev. Missionary 
should pursue his course, and, W3 are 
certain, the people of this city will pro- 
tect him from violence or bodily injury.
